weeks away . It is set fo r February 6 . 
Ju bilant over the fact that the 
Bu rch ju ry failed to find the ac­ 
cu sed man gu ilty, M adalynne declar­ 
ed today that she wou ld take the 
stand in her own defense and bare 
the fu ll story of K ennedy’s m u rder. 
W ill Tell the Truth 
“The facts abou t the m u rder have 
never come ou t,” she said, 
“i ’ll tell 
the tru th abou t the whole affair, and 
1 shall be acqu itted on the first bal­ 
lo t!” 
Bu rch will face his second trial 
for the alleged m u rder on Monday, 
M arch 27. 
This date was set today 
by Su perior Ju dge Sidney N. Reeve, 
attorneys for the prosecu tion and 
defense agreeing to the date. 
Bu rch today paid his respects to 
the two women ju rors who for sev­ 
enty-two hou rs stood firm against 
a m ajority vote to convict him and 
finally su cceeded, late yesterday, in 
having the ju ry discharged. 
“Two women who never w eaken­ 
ed! 
For seventy-tw o 
hou rs 
they 
stood against the pack. 
It’s a great 
and terrible feeling to know you r 
fate is held in the soft palm of a 
wom an,” Bu rch said in an ex clu ­ 
sive interview 
w ith 
the 
United 
Press. 
W ants Early Trial 
“They say a woman is swayed 
by em otional appeal. 
If this is so, 
do you think these two cou ld have 
held ou t against ten, all argu ing and 
u sing every sort of appeal? 
“Prosecu tor W oolwine has stated 
that the nex t trial will come soon. 
1 hope so. 
I’m tired. 
I w ant to get 
all this trial bu siness over with, 
and rest. 
“It’s not the verdict I hoped for. 
I w as so su re there was going to be 
an acqu ittal. Bu t in view of the fact 
that the odds w ere against me, and 
fate spu n the rou lette in a different 
way than I had ex pected—its a vic­ 
tory for me.” 
D istrict A ttorney W oolwine, how­ 
ever, took a different view of the 
women who deadlocked the Bu rch 
ju ry. 
In a stinging statem ent m ade ju st 
after the ju ry w as dism issed, he ac­ 
cu ses Mrs. Eva De Mott, one of the 
ju rors, of having m ade u p her mind 
to vote for Bu rch w ithin a m atter 
of hou rs after the trial was lau nch­ 
ed, and 
w ith 
having disregarded 
all su bsequ ent evidence introdu ced. 
W oolwine said he and his assist­ 
ant, Asa Keyes, had detected Mrs. 
De M ott ex changing 
sm iles 
a n d 
knowing glances “in the m ost braz­ 
en w ay” w ith Ralph Obemjhain and 
with the defendant, Bu rch. 
Mrs. De M ott issu ed a statem ent 
today 
completely 
denying 
Wool- 
w ine’s charges, and m aking cau stic 
reference to the district attorney.

Allege Discrimination 
It was developed that the assess­ 
m ent against the lot on the sou th­ 
w est corner of Main and Fifteenth 
owned by Mrs. Victor Montgomery, 
was assessed $582.68 for all of the 
im provem ents made on Main, while 
the lot of M. H. Shields, adjoining 
on the sou th, was assessed $456.06, or 
$126.06 less than the corner- 
The 
M ontgomery lot has a frontage on 
Main of 60 feet and depth of 254.6 
feet, while Shields’s lot has a front­ 
age of 61.2 feet on Main and depth 
of 230.2 feet. 
Arnold Peek, ow ner of the corner 
lot at the sou theast corner of the 
sam e intersection, is charged with 
$152.54, while the inside lot imme­ 
diately sou th is assessed $382.9 9 , or 
$69 .55 less. 
Peek has a frontage on 
Main of 50 feet and depth along Fif­ 
teenth of 145 feet. 
The nex t lot 
sou th is of the same dimensions. 
Dr. M. A. Flood, on the northw est 
corner of Main and Eighteenth, has a 
frontage of 63 feet and depth of 153 
feet on Eighteenth. 
He was assess­ 
ed $59 9 ,07, or $146.53 m ore than the 
Peek lot at Fifteenth. 
Dahl ex ­ 
plained that Main street is fou r feet 
-wider at 
E ighteenth 
than at 
Fif­ 
teenth. 
The assessm ent against the lot of 
the C hristian Science chu rch, sou th 
w’est corner of Main and Tenth, is 
$1057.23 
It has a frontage on Main 
of 125 feet and depth of 125 feet on 
Tenth, the latter figu re inclu ding on 
ly that portion of the lot w ithin tho 
district. 
These assessm ent 
charges 
were 
brou ght ou t by Menton in su pport of 
the contention of the corner lot pro­ 
testan ts that the assessm ents were 
not equ itable. 
Dahl Defends Acts 
Dahl said he believed that corner 
lots received greater valu e by pav­ 
ing than did inside lots, bu t adm itted 
that it was difficu lt to determ ine the 
valu e of the benefit. 
He chose the 
frontage m ethod, in his opinion, as 
being the m ost equ itable adju stm ent 
of the charges for intersection work. 
W. E. W inslow and Dr. Flood were 
sworn in as w itnesses and each said 
that he did not consider the distri­ 
bu tion of the entersection costs as 
equ itable and ju st. 
Ju dge W illiam s, an inside lot own­ 
er, was called on by Menton for a 
statem ent. W illiam s reclared that the 
qu estion was pu rely a m atter of law 
and that in his opinion the law u n­ 
der which the district was organized 
had not been followed.

of the greatest road bu ilding era in its history. 
The nation will soon have the finest and most ex tensive sys­ 
tem of highways the world has ever known. 
This is the belief of the road bu ilders who attended the na­ 
tional roads congress here today. 
Nearly $1,25 0,000,000 is available u nder federal, state 
and cou nty appropriations, tax levies and bond issu es for road 
work this year, according to J. E. Pennybacker, former chief of 
the United States bu reau of pu blic roads, now secretary of the 
National Asphalt association. 
Over 700,000 men will be employed in road constru ction 
and patrol work this year, he states. 
In addition 200,000 more 
will be employed in the road machinery manu factu ring plants and 
in the material plants.

“I hav e not gone into the m atter in 
detail,” said Browning, “but I hav e 
looked ov er the gov ernm ent contour 
maps and I am fam iliar with the 
physical conditions around Scully’s 
point. 
There is a great natural re­ 
serv oir site there- 
“The fall of the riv er from Riv er­ 
side to the dam site is eighteen feet 
to the mile. 
You can see how far 
back a 100-foot dam would hold the 
water. 
Howev er, the greater por­ 
tion of the reserv oir area would lie 
toward Chino. 
The w ater would be 
backed up well tow ard Chino. 
“The project would prov e expen­ 
siv e, though it would be 
worth a 
great deal more to the Santa 
Ana 
v alley than it would cost, not only 
in the protection of the v alley from 
flood but also in the conserv ation of 
w ater for irrigation. 
“One of the big item s in addition 
to the cost of the dam and the lands 
the w ater would cov er would be the 
disposition of the Santa Fe railroad. 
The railroad m ight hav e to begin 
as far down the canyon as Yorba 
to re-build in order to get its grade 
to get abov e the reserv oir. It would 
cross the riv er on or below the dam.’’

It wou ld tak e a t least 
a thou sand y ears, if one cou ld live 
so long, to read and digest thorou gh­ 
ly the work s of actu al m erit in any 
pu blic library of the first rank .

Bu t, althou gh it is w orth while to 
k now the m eaning of a large nu m ber 
of long or som ew hat u nnsu al words, 
it alw ay s is best and m ost effective, 
either in speech or in writing, to u se 
those that are short and sim ple and 
m ost fam iliarjto every body .
